The Meaning of the Result. 


The San Francisco Post has the 
following to say on the political 
situation: The official returns from 
Vermont and Maine are at band. 
Vermont gives a Republicayv major- 
ity somewhat larger than reportca 
the exact figures being 28,954. The 
majority is the largest given in a 
State election since the war, and 
larger than in any Presidential 
election since 1872. The vote is 
significant because it indicates the 
attitude of the farmers. The Dem- 
ocratic appeal for freé trade or 
“tariff reform,” or whatever they 
may choose to call it, has been ad- 
dressed to the farmers. Vermont 
is almost wholly a farming State, 
and the hardships of a farming 
life in that region compared with 
the fertile plains of the West should 
have made the rural population 
ready to be influenced by the 
“lower tax” cry. That they were 
not influenced by it indicates that 
the farmer can see beyond his own 
nose, The Western farmers’ are 
not less likely to see-the advan- 
tages given them by protection 
than their Vermont comrades. 

Maine bas cast the largest vote 
ever given for a Republican can 
didate. Burleigh received 79,513 
votes; 77,719 was the highest pre- 
vious Republican vote. The Dem- 
ocrats in spite of administration 
patronage, abundance of money, 
the ablest speakers at their com- 
mandanda popular candidate were 
not able to reach their high water 
mark of 1880 or even the lower 
mark of 1882. They showed how- 
ever a better figure than in 1884. 
The vote last week was 61,018 
against 65,171 for Hancock iu 1880, 
63,852 for Governor in 1882 afid 
58,070 in 1884. 

Striking as the Maine election is, 
we should consider it less signifi- 
cant than that of Vermont. The 
Democrats have put their cam- 
paign on the farmer vote. To win 
it they have risked the working- 
man votes that is theirs by tra- 
dition, and Vermont has said plain- 
ly that the farmer vote stands solid 


for protection.
